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RULING IS UNSATISFACTORY. 

ACTION OF STEWARDS IN DISaUALIFTING 
DINNA KEN CAUSES PUBLIC PROTEST. 

Miller, Rider of Dashaway, Claims Foul and Au- 
tumn Stakes Go to Arcite— Fountainblue’s 
Withdrawal Causes Disappointment. 



New York, Septemltor 11. — The withdrawal of De 
Mund and Fouiitalnliliie from the Aiitnnm Stakes 
enrried disappointment to the racegoers who 
thronged the Slieepshead Bay course this afternoon 
In the expectation of seeing a race l>etween these 
two jiirenile celebrities which might confirm or 
reverse their rnnning in the Flatbusli Stakes and 
clear away the mystery that enveloi)s the defeat 
of Brady’s colt. Early rumor credited trainer May 
with a natural disinclination to submit De Mund 
to the severe ordeal involved in carrying 129 jKuinds 
as against 112 pounds or less on the others for a 
comparatively small stake. Hence no particular 
suriirise was manifest over his absence, but witli 
Fiiuutaiublue it was different. Matt Allen’s exploi- 
tation of the Flatbush favorite’s speed at Gravesend 
in Sunday’s wf>rkout and the accusations against 
jo<-key .Tack Martin had prepared the public for a 
treat from Fountainblue in the way of speed and a 
triumphant vindication for the trainer. Therefore 
it was a disapiHdntcd lot of racegoers that received 
the announcement that trainer Allen had “scratch»*<l 
F<mntainblue in order to give him time to recu]>eratc 
after Sunday's trial against time.” 

Another and greater trial awaited the public, how- 
ever, when Dimia Ken, the winner and much the 
liest Iiorse in the Autumn .Stakes, was disqualified 
fm- a tout alleged to’ liave'lreen 'commltfe^ "at the 
start. H. K. Knapp, Schuyler Parsons and F. 0. 
Bishop were in the stewards’ stand and for the 
first time in many years the public refused to ac- 
cept an oHicial ruling without protest. Press com- 
ments in the afternoon imjiers are particularly bitter. 
What (K-curred at the start was not visible to the 
imblic or tlie stewards and it was u|>on the nnex- 
pccted claim of foul made by jockey Miller and the 
testimony of the starter that prompted the stewards 
to take tlieir action. The claim imuie was that 
Dinna Ken had cut across in front at the start and 
lunnped Dashawa.v. Arcite, running on the extreme 
outside througiiont and finishing in steady fashion, 
earning a distant second, was awarded the race. 

Aside from the two-year-old fixture, the card was 
excellent and favorites scored four times out of 
five. The exception being the 30 to 1 shot. Dainty 
Dame, in the first race for two-year-olds over the 
unaccustomed full Futurity course of seven furlmigs. 
Miller got away badly with the favorite Monfort and 
c(.uld do no l)etter tlian second. Belle of Jessamine, 
the l)est three-.vear-old maiden in training, followed 
wltli an easy victory at a mile. Madden’s Lady 
Tarahtella was the leisurely runner-up. Both arc 
fillies of goo<l class, evidently. Go Between en- 
gaged in an exercise gallop to dispose of moderate 
opposition in tlie mile and a quarter handicap. The 
famous horse showed a sudden return to his brilliant 
si>rlng form. Belligerent, which has been knocking 
at the door in his last several efforts through the 
ik-ld, filially won a poor race under a poorer riile 
in the steeplecliase at almut two miles. The heavily 
liacked Desert Chief put up the most erratic and in- 
cfinseipiential cross-country exhibition seen tliis sea- 
son. Gillette wound up the day’s racing by a bril- 
liant iierforinauce on the grass course. This was her 
iiintli consecutive victory and, judging by a remark 
made by one of C. T. Ilenshall’s friends after the 
race, she has brought home over $200.(M)0 in wagers 
for tier immediate connections, which include the 
Itainey Brothers, 

Kadtke, Koerner and Beckman were suspended for 
the meeting liy the starter. 

Harry Payne Wliitney occupied a Ik>x in the grand- 
stand at iSheeiishead Ba.v and did not leave it once 
during the afternoon. 

‘ ‘ WELL-RIGGED’ ’ RACECOURSE. 

“If Colonel Boil Pinkerton keeps on he will have 
tlie Sheeiishead Bay race<‘<Mirse rew'mbling a colossiil 
ship under full sail,” says the Morning Telegraiih. 
■ He and his men have lieen playing hide add seek 
with tlie iKMilroom iieople ever sliu'e Futurity day 
and the stay-in-town layers of odds must have leas*»d 
three-fourths of the window room overlooking the 
track. Every time Colonel Pinkerton finds the 
IKNilriNim peopk‘ have secured a fresh point of van- 
tage he stakes a pair of telephone poles and rigs 
up a huge canvas curtain or sail. There are four 
of these now flapping in the breezes in the back- 
stretch, and the first thing you know there’ll lie no 
more view of the bay from the top of the grand- 
stand.” 

DISCOURAGING AN ANNOYING PRACTICE. 

— The Jockey Club took 
lieml of the press criticism aroused by the adding 
of horses at the last moment in yesterday’s Sapphire 
Stakes and, to disc-ourage the practice, a notice was

of the scales of their intentions to add horses in 
stakes by two o’cloi-k p. m, hereafter.

LOWERS TRACK RECORD; IS DISQUALIFIED. CASE OF “RINGING” AT LATONIA IS ALLEGED. 

Sartor Resartus Twice Foula Sam Parmer at Windsor Story Afloat at Cincinnati That Another Horse Was 
— ^His Rider Is Suspended. SuhstitutetL for John Dillon August 27. 



Detroit, Mich., September 11. — Windsor racegoers 
left the track today fully sati.sfled that they had 
received the worth of their money. They had plenti- 
ful excitement. Eight went to the iwst in the 
steeplecliase, but only three flnishetl. The others 
either threW'Ihelr riders or liolted at different stages 
of the journey. Jockey J. Morris, who rode Ber.v 
Waddell, came out of it with a badly battered face. 
McKinney permitted Sartor Resartus to bump Sam 
Parmer twice, first in going over the last jump and 
again in the stretch for which his tnouiit ^as diu' 
qualified and first place given to Sam Parmer with 
Little Wally second. Jockey McKinney was siis- 
Iicnded for the remainder of the meeting. Sartor 
Resartus broke the track record. One indlyidnal 
who liad bet on the disqualified horse, got so workeil 
up over the decision that he fainted in the betting 
ring and had to ileceive medical attention. 

Bryan, in the last race, ran like a stake horse. 
The De Arman gelding was entered to lie sold for 
$1,000 and “Red” Walker, whose horse The Borgiau, 
finished sei-ond, jiroraptly ran the winner up to 
$1,.')00, De .\rman retaining his horse with the cus- 
tomary $.5 bid. 

W. T. Anderson and W. J. Young have shipped 
their horses to Torimto. Ed Whalen will ship to 
the same plui*e 'rhursday, while E. S. Gardner’s 
stable will lie sent to Churchill Downs. 

Some of the horsemen who have telegraphed to 
Douglas^ Park have been informed liy Secretary 
Nathanson that there is no room for them at the 
I»ui8Vllle track. 

GREAT STAKES TO CLOSE NEXT SATURDAY. 

A number of rich stakes of the future offered by 
the Westchester Racing Association, close for entries 
at midnight of Saturday next. To western owners 
these stakes should prove of prime importance. As 
turf affairs in the west now are, opportunities to 
engage promising youngsters advantageously are of 
the scantest, witli no near prospect of a reversion 
to the former more prosperous conditions in that re- 
gard. No doubt Memphis, Nashville, Louisville and 
Latonia will be in the field with their usual provi- 
sion of stakes for their spring meetings and Douglas 
Park will provide something additional, but for mid- 
summer and autumn racing nothing better is to be 
looked for than the monotonous grind of small purses 
at I.,atonia and the Louisville tracks. This will do 
for the platers, but not for the owners of gooil 
horses, particularly the iiossessors of good two-year- 
olds. It Is this state of affairs which should appeal 
effectively to western owners In the way of inducing 
more than ordinarily liberal entries to the valuable 
eastern stakes. 

The stakes now offered are all of long established 
fame and, with the exception of the Belmont of 
1!M)!>, which is for foals of 1906. are for now year- 
lings, being the Juvenile, Fashion and Eclipse 
Stakes for tivo-year-olds of 1907 ; the Withers, La-, 
dies and Belmont Stakes of 1908 and the Belmont of' 
1909. The addeil money to the Withers has been in- 
creased from $5,000 to $10,000. To the Ladies it has 
been raised from $3,00o to $.5,fKH>. The forty-second 
Belmont, that is the Belmont of 1908, is of tlie 
guaranteed value of $25,000, having already closed 
for foal entries, but the Belmont of 1909 has been 
increased to the guaranteed value of $;;0,000. Sucli 
Increases In value are to be taken into respectful 
account. No wise owner will hesitate aliout engag- 
ing his well bred youngsters in such ricli events. 
The selling value of a yearling or two-year-old is 
vastly enhanced by its nominations in big future 
events. The stakes now offered are:

Cincinnati, O.,^ September 11. — There l.s a story 
going the rounds here to the effect that the real 
John Dillon did not win the jumping race at I.in- 
tonia on .August 27. It is related, though not with 
the degree of fiositlveness which should attend such 
a charge, that an older and thoroughly tried horse 
was substituted for the three-year-old son of Maceo 
and Merry Nell on that day. John Dillon was bred 
by J. B. Respess. He was not raced as a two-year- 
old. He became the projierty of Mrs. William Webb 
and was turned over to A. Noble to be trained for 
steeplechases. He made his first start over the 
timbers at Latonia June .30, last. There was noth- 
ing impressive almut his race. He was not in seri- 
ous contention at any stage. He fenced cleanly, 
however, and rated along about sixth. His name 
appeared on the card shortly afterward but, he was 
8crat<-hed and he was not entered again until the 
race of August 27. The horse that ran that day was 
off in front and, maintaining the position all the 
way, won easily. He was opened at 6 tp 1, went to 
12 ami was backed to 10 to 1. It is now alleged 
that a great deal of money was taken out of pool- 
rotuns and liandbooks throughout the country. Three 
days later he was out again and ran about the same 
as he did on his initial appearance. 

Secretary John Dillon of the Latonia Jockey Club, 
for whom the colt was named, says he is positive 
that it was the real John Dillon that ran and won. 
He says J. B.- Resiiess was in the paddock that day 
and identified the horse. 

ATOKA RUNS THREE FURLONGS IN 33 1-2. 

In a match race against Sam F. for $500 a side 
at Butte, Montana, last Friday Atoka set the Amer- 
ican record for three-eighths of a mile at 33? sec- 
onds. On the opening day of the Butte meeting, 
August 21, Sam F. won at a quarter of a mile in 
21 j. Atoka finished fourth that day. August 2;? 
Atoka won at three-eighths of a mile In 33? car- 
rying 115 pounds. That clipped a quarter of a sec- 
ond off the American record. Sam F. finished third 
in that race. August 25 Sam F. ran a quarter of a 
mile in 22 with 1.30 ]>oiinds up. Atoka was not in 
tliat race. August 27 Atoka won at five-eighths of 
a mile in 1:00. Thursday last .\toka lieat Sam F. 
two lengths in a race at three-eighths of a mile in 
34. Atoka carried 125 pounds and Sam F. had up 
l.'fc). The argument lietween the owners of the two 
Iiorses over the result of this race cHincluded in the 
match rac*e on Friday, which was at catch weights, 
Atoka carrying 105 pounds and Sam F. 97. They 
ran together until within forty yards of the wire, 
when Atoka left Sam. F. as if he had been tied. 

TOM WELSH’S NOTIONS ABOUT YOUNGSTERS. 

“The Flatbusli has certainly upset all calcula- 
tions as to two-year-old form,” said Tom Welsh to 
Sam Doggett at Sheepshead Ba.v after De Mund’s 
victory “and it has developed one thing that’s in 
your favor, Sam.” 

“What’s thaft” asked Mr. Doggett. 

“Why, it shows there’s still a chance for Gallant 
Dan to tarn out to be the beat racehorse of the 
year,” was the answer. 

This cheering information, presented on a silver 
salver, so to siieak, liy Mr. Welsh to Mr. Doggett, 
is pretty much in line with the system of “doping” 
formulated by Mr. Welsh after the Futurity, when 
he announced that J. C. Core, by his calculations, 
was a lietter hm-se than Electioneer, the winner of 
the big race. 

“Easiest thing you know,” said Mr. Welsh. “J. 
(’. Core beat Killaloe easily at Sarati^a, didn’t he? 
Killaloe beat I’ope Joan without any trouble in the 
Great Filly, and on this line J. C. Core is lots better 
than Dojie Joan. It took Electioneer’s life almost to 
lieat Pope Joan in the Futurity, so I figure that J. 
C. Core is better than Electioneer. That's the 
answer.” 

FABULA WINS GERMAN FUTURITY. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 11. — According to a 
cable message received to<lay by his parents, George 
Walker, the American trainer, furnished the winner 
of the German Futurity at Baden Baden in the two- 
year-old Fabula from the stable of Weintierg Broth- 
ers. The race was worth 30,000 marks and a large 
field started, iuclnding youngsters from France. 
Winnie O’Connor rode the winner.

CORUSCATE’S RARE STUNT. 

CAUGHT IN THE BARRIER AND ALL BUT LEFT, 
SHE WINS THE HANDICAP. 

Crowd Cheers the Performance — Makes It Bad for 
Obert — Oasis Is Backed Heavily — Dar- 
ing Is Under Suspicion. 



I.rf>nlsvllle, Ky., Septemlier 11.— In the handicap 
at a mile and a sixteenth, which was the feature of 
an ordinary card at Douglas Park today, Cornscate 
ran one of the most phenomenal races seen this sea- 
son. Starter Dade aligned the field too close to the 
barrier and at Us rise Cornscate was entagled in 
the webbing. B.v the time she was freed she was 
many lengths out of it. Old Stone was ^way in 
his stride and went into a long lead. Approaching 
the half mile ground Coruscate struck her gait and 
on the stretch turn jockey Wishard took advantage 
of the natural spread and steered her for the inner 
rail, saving a good deal of ground. In the final 
furlong she joined Old Stone and El Otros, which 
were then disputing for the lead, and drawing level 
with the pair when a sixteenth out, took punishment 
the gamest and landed the purse by nearly a length 
from El Otros, which lieat out Old Sttme a neck 
for second place. Coruscate’s exhibition elicited con- 
siderable applause from the spectators and probably 
settles the fate of Obert for his bad ride on her in 
her last start at Latonia. 

Backers of favorites liegan the day auspiciously. 
Oasis, strongly supported, landeil the purse in the 
opening race decisively from Bitter Hand. MlssLIda, 
ar a long price again showed her heels to a fair 
company of youngsters at three-quarters. Barney 
.Schreiber’s Salnrida was most fancied, but a bad 
ride on the part of Keyes eliminated her as a strong- 
factor. Another poor exhibition by Keyes was re- 
siionsible for the defeat of The Only Way In the 
race which followed, the purse going to Minnehaha 
by a short margin over Golden Mineral. Judge Ham- 
ilton was dissatisfied with Ke.yes’ riding. Believing 
him timid, he admonisheil the boy that he would 
liave to show better efforts in the future if he de- 
sires to continue riding here. The warning evi- 
dently had the desired effect, for Keyes, on Pro- 
tens. clearly outrode D. Boland, who had the mount 
on Alsono. E. J. Gildersleeve, who started Falkland 
in this race, became the owner of Alsono through 
the claiming route, at a cost of $900. The closing 
race brought about the chief Incident of the after- 
noon. Tha start was the worst of Dade’s efforts 
here. Amberlta, having much the best of the send- 
off, essayed to make a runaway race of it, but 
tired near the end. Callus, in his anxiety to urge 
Amberlta, almost fell off with the result that The 
Englishman nipped her out in the- last stride. The 
judges were dissatisfied with the showing of Dar- 
ing and are inquiring into his running. E. J. Glider- 
sleeve claimed Daring for $!HX>. 

Steve L’Hommedleu is liere from Mount Clemens,, 
Mich. He expects to book. 

For misliehavior while at the post, jockey J. 
Russell was suspended by the starter for one. week. 

H. A. BUCK TALKS ABOUT ENGLISH HORSES. 

H. A. Buck, publisher of the Racing Calendar 
for the Jockey Club, has returned from a trip to 
England. • He saw considerable racing in that 
country. He says Sleive Gallion is regarded as 
the best of the two-year-olds in that country and 
that it apiiears to be the general belief that he 
will make a great three-year-old. Mr. Buck sayS 
the English experts now agree that Spearmint 1s 
a great horse, having been convinced. by his vic- 
tory in the Grand Prix at Paris that his triumph 
in the Derby at Epsom was no fluke. He is a big, 
rugged fellow, with plenty of speed and uncon- 
queraiile courage. He is compared favorably by 
excellent judges of three-year-old form with the 
best of recent Derby winners. The English were 
reluctant to admit the greatness of Spearmjkit, 
Mr. Buck avers, because of a national prejudice 
against horses of Australian pedigree. Spearmint 
had to fight his way into their esteem. 

The death of James R. Keene’s great Sysonby 
is regretted almost as much in England as it la 
in this country. Mr. Buck heard numerous ex- 
pressions of sympathy for Mr. Keene. Sysonby is 
believed on the other side to have been the most 
accompllslieil racer of his time without reference 
to national boundaries. The English believe that 
if he had lived he would have raced in Great 
Britain. Sysonby’s development of championship 
form in America was rather surprising to the 
English, because Melton, his sire, although a 
stallion of faultless breeding and a superb rac^ 
horse withal, was never popular with them. 
Sysonby’s brilliant achievements in 1905, how- 
ever, sent Melton’s stock sky high and created a 
great demand for his progeny. 



HOW FOUNTAINBLUE GOT HIS NAME. 

“Fountainblue got his name from a never-ceasing 
spring on my farm near Harrodsbiirg in Mercer 
county, Kentucky,” explained Fred A. Forsythe, who 
bred and sold the Oddfellow colt to James B. Brady 
shortly after the Jockey Club declined to permit 
the new owner to change the two-year-old’s name. 
“The name was given to the spring by the Indiana 
long before Daniel Boone entered the ‘dark and 
bloody ground.’ The water of the spring is blua 
1 and it issues forth steadily and foantaln-llke.”
